Dear Ms. O'Donnell:

This correspondence is a reply to Mountain Telephone’s letter of June 27, 2006 in
response to Kentucky Alltel’s proposed procedural schedule.

As a general statement, Kentucky Alltel believes the most productive action is to submit
the matter to the Commission for a ruling on Mountain Telephone's motion for summary
judgment and proceed with establishment of a procedural schedule. Kentucky Alltel's p1101
Response to the motion for summary judgment set forth that there remain facts in dispute,” and
therefore, Kentucky Alltel believes that its prior Response is sufficient to address Mountain
Telephone's continuing assertions.

Additionally, Kentucky Alltel deems it necessary to address a few of the inaccurate
statements in Mountain Telephone's latest filing. For instance, Mountain Telephone states that
“[n]o amount of discovery will change the fact that Alltel is not paying Mountain Telephone’s
tariffed switched access service charges, and this is the basis of Mountain Telephone’s motion
for summary judgment.” Mountain Telephone misses the point. As Kentucky Alltel set out in its
Response to Mountain Telephone’s motion for summary judgment, there is a very real and
genuine issue of material fact as to whether the tariff for switched access service is even
applicable.

! That there remain facts in dispute is also evidenced by Mountain Telephone's own filing on June 26, 2006. For
instance, Mountain Telephone's itemization attached to the letter notes that detail of an $18,016.43 adjustment was
reflected on Mountain Telephone's December 2005 CABs bill to Kentucky Alltel. However, the December 2005
CABs bill (attached hereto) shows clearly that the adjustment was not reflected. Whether the charges reflected on
the itemization are indeed undisputed or disputed and how they relate to the allegations in Mountain Telephone's
Complaint also remain in controversy.
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Mountain Telephone also suggests that Kentucky Alltel's request for discovery is an
“attempt to harass Mountain Telephone....” As Kentucky Alltel made clear at the parties’
informal conferences in this matter, Kentucky Alltel has no intention of issuing voluminous or
burdensome discovery. Instead, Kentucky Alltel merely seeks exchange of records and similar
information common in traffic disputes of this nature. Indeed, it is the same sort of information
that would be exchanged by the parties if they were in negotiations to settle the dispute outside
of a formal complaint before the Commission. Moreover, far from lacking any support in the
record as Mountain Telephone claims, Kentucky Alltel's request is directly related to Mountain
Telephone’s claims and Kentucky Alltel’s Response to Mountain Telephone’s Motion for
Summary Judgment. Discovery is a routine matter in many Commission complaint cases and,
other than hyperbole, Mountain Telephone has not demonstrated any reason why the
Commission should treat this case differently.

Finally, Kentucky Alltel suggested July 10, 2006 as the date for service of the initial
round of data requests as means of giving the Commission time to address the pending motion
for summary while also anticipating that Mountain Telephone would complain that any later date
would be simply a means of delaying the case. Now, however, Mountain Telephone indicates in
its June 27, 2006 letter that discovery should not begin until a later time. As I stated in my letter
of June 26, 2006, Kentucky Alltel's proposed schedule was simply that — a proposal — and
Kentucky Alltel is more than willing to be flexible. Accordingly, Kentucky Alltel agrees that
discovery need not begin until after the Commission issues a decision with respect to Mountain
Telephone’s motion.
